The specifications and contract for 
city lighting, which have been prepared 
by consulting engineer, C. A. Tripp, of 
Indianapolis, and city attorney, Edward 
P. Eisner, are now completed and have 
been accepted by the council. 
Mr. Eis­ 
ner made final examination of the plans 
and contracts Monday evening and after 
making several corrections, the papers 
were sent back to Mr. Tripp, who v\ i 
return them corrected Wednesday morn 
ing. 
The specifications are quite volumin 
ous and consist of three items. 
The 
first is a form which will be used to giv 
notice to bidders. 
The second item i 
the specifications of the nature of public 
lighting and gives the kinds of lights to 
be used, the voltage, whe#e they are to 
be placed in the city and other detai 
concerning the system which is to be 
installed. 
The third item is the eontrac 
form, which must be adopted by Ord in 
ance. 
In this form blanks are left for 
the 
insertion 
of 
the 
rate* 
schedule 
adopted by the council. 
According to the specifications, the 
system to be used in lighting the eitv 
will be altogether different from the one 
now used. 
Mr. Tripp, who is an exper­ 
ienced electrician, declares that the sys­ 
tem which is outlined in the specifier 
Hons is the latest and most satisfactory 
that can be installed. 
The plans call 
for the newest type of lights which arc 
recommended to give an illumination of 
the greatest candle power at a minimum 
ost. 
The business district, according to the 
specifications, will be lighted withniue- 
teen or mort1 metallic flame are lamps. 
The bills also call for 149 or more 75- 
watts tungsten incandescent lamps and 
176 or more 50-watts lamps of tho same 
make. 
It is the intention of the council to 
dace a tungsten lamp at practically 
every coiner in the city and on some 
blocks where the shade is heavy, several 
incandescent lamps of less candle power 
will 
be placed 
along the street. 
By 
thus distributing the light, the street can 
be better illuminated at about the same 
cost as when tin' arc lamps are placed at 
the intersections of the streets. 
The 
tungsten 
incandescent 
lamps 
will be 
placed in the middle of the streets, and 
will be much more satisfactory than if 
strung along the curbing where they are 
placed in many cities. 
The specifications provide that the 
contract shall be iii force for tw nty 
years, but the rates may be readjusted 
after ten years. 
This was thought to 
be advisable a s there are many changes 
each year in the lighting systems, and 
the rates now considered 
reasonable 
iniirlit be regarded as exorbitant at the

Regarding the ten per cent increase 
which was adopted Monday, the Bed­ 
ford Mail says: 
The machinists and boilermakers 
employed at the Southern Indiana 
shops in this city have been granted a 
ten per cent increase in wages. 
The

posted Monday. 
The men will be allotted 'the new 
scale for all the time worked in this 
month the order making the raise ef­ 
fective from the first day of March. 
The demand for the increase was 
made the latter part of February, and 
there was some little talk of a strike if 
the new scale was not adopted. 
The heads of the various depart­ 
ments of the S. I., are very close to 
their men and can be depended upon 
to adjust matters where others would 
fail. 
There has been no general increase 
in the wage scale on the S. I., in 
years, and it is .now reported that a 
general request has been made and 
that the wages of other employees will 
soon be increased. The increase given 
to the machinists and boilermakers 
amounts to 3 cents per hour. 
The ma­ 
chinists formerly drew 31 cents while 
the latter received 32 cents.

One by 
one he called before him the reluctant 
directors of the Philadelphia Rapid 
Transit company and forced them to 
accept the terms that were outlined a 
few days ago by powerful financial in­ 
terests. 
Kruger, president of the P. R. T., 
halted and protested. 
Clarence Wolf, 
the vice president, haled from Atlantic 
City by a telegram from Penrose, ar­ 
gued unavailingly. 
Ballard, the chief 
counsel, tried to smooth the way for 
the president of the P. R. T. 
Nothing 
served to move the man who had be­ 
come the boss of the situation. 
Penrose brought his hand down on 
the big table in his office with a bang 
that shook the chandeliers. 
He said 
that he would break the company into 
smash and scatter the pieces over the 
streets if they continued to hold out 
another hour. 
He told them that he 
W’ould use every ounce of power he 
had to smash the company if they con­ 
tinued to back and fill. 
He reminded 
them of the dubious financial position 
they were in. 
He threatened to get 
! legislation that w-ould force them to 
make terms less pleasant than had 
been submitted. 
He more than hinted 
at a receivership. He spoke as a man 
speaks who knows that counciimen 
dance when 
the 
right 
strings are 
pulled. 
He dared the directors to risk 
action by the common and select coun­ 
cils. 
Kruger, Wolf and Ballard played for 
delay. 
Tev wanted the man who had 
been their friend through all the trau- ________________ 
, ble, Mayor Reyburn, to get the credit 
for settling the strike. 
Senator Pen- Indianapolis, 
rose waved away all such suggestions 1 
j aside. There were two hours of plead- 
I ing on one side and flat-footed dicta­ 
tion on the other. 
The Rapid Transit officials caved in. 
They agreed to everything that Sena­ 
tor Penrose demanded, guaranteeing 
terms that give the carmen’s union 
nine-tenths 
of everything they 
de­ 
manded. 
Even 
recognition 
of 
the 
Amalgamated Union through a griev­ 
ance committee is included in the cap­ 
itulation. 
First of all. the company 
agrees to take back all of the men on 
strike and to restore them to their 
old runs and their priority on the wage 
and promotion lists. 
The proviso is 
made that if the company is unable to 
restore all of the old men to their jobs 
it shall pay $2 a day to all that are 
kept waiting and that these shall re­ 
ceive their former jobs within two 
months. The status of the 173 motor- 
men and conductors who were dis­ 
charged 
for,, intoxication, 
knocking 
down fares and for the good of the 
service—the act which precipitated the 
strike—is to be left to a board of arbi­ 
tration of three men, the company to 
name one; the union to name the sec­ 
ond, and these are to select the third. 
In 
agreeing 
to 
this 
the 
company 
knuckles down to the principle of ar­ 
bitration w'hieh it had uncompromis­ 
ingly held out against up to the last 
hours of the fight. 
The company must, according to the 
terms, deal with its employes through 
a grievance committee of nineteen 
men, one from each barn. 
In this the 
strikers lose sole recognition of their 
union. 
They are entitled to a dele­ 
gate from every barn they control and 
they are in the majority. 
This griev­ 
ance committee of nineteen is to se­ 
lect a sub-committee, which is to deal 
directly with the P. R. T. officials 
whenever difficulties arise. The strik­ 
ers won a point 
in the m atter of 
wages. 
By their old agreement they 
were to receive 23 cents an hour be­ 
ginning June 1, 1910. 
They were get­ 
ting 22 cents when they struck. 
By 
the agreement forced by Senator Pen­ 
rose they go back to work at 23 cents 
an hour and they will be raised to 24 
cents on June 1.

The spectacle of a millionaire telling 
his hearers that he made his millions 
by robbing the people, that all monop­ 
olies do, but that lie had begun to re­ 
cover his conscience and was going to 
devote his wealth to fighting the sys­ 
tem which made it possible, was the 
unique entertainment provided by the 
City club of Chicago at its luncheon 
the other day. 
The speaker was Jo­ 
seph Fels of Philadelphia, head of a 
soap company, 
n e said he was a 
disciple of Henry George and would 
always remain a Single Taxer. 


“You Are All Doing It.” 
“We can’t get rich in a lifetime now­ 
adays,” Mr. Pels said, “under the pres­ 
ent system of things unless we do so 
by robbing the people. 
I have made 
my mone5' that way, and my firm is 
still doing it. 
You are all doing it. 
Every one of your self made million­ 
aires Lias done it. 
However, I want to 
say I have begun to recover my con­ 
science, and I am going to devote my 
‘swag’—I like to call it that, for that’s 
what it is—to doing away with the 
cursed system which makes it possible. 
“If any of your millionaires feel the 
same way about it, for God’s sake let’s 
cross hands on it. 
I may be an oddity. 
It is unusual, though, for a man who 
has made his money by robbing the 
people through a monopoly to be called 
a curiosity. 
It is also a curiosity to 
find a man after nearly fifty years of 
monopoly-mongering to admit it and 
undergo a change of heart. 
But I am 
sincere.” 
“How are you getting rid of your 
robber wealth?” Mr. Fels was asked. 
“ For one thing,” he replied, “ I am 
interested in spreading the single tax 
propaganda throughout the world. The 
movement is active in 
the United 
States, England, Canada, South Aus­ 
tralia, New Zealand, New South Wales, 
Denmark, Sweden and other nations. 


W ants All to Have an Equal Chance. 
“lf we had an educational fund of 
$1,000,000 a year we’d upset the world 
in twenty years as to economic condi­ 
tions. 
I will be one of twelve to sup­ 
ply the funds.

“I intend to use my money to force 
into use land that is being Hold for the 
increment. 
I do not believe in specu­ 
lating in land values. 
It is an enor­ 
mous swindle, 
As a business man 
and landowner I have taken advan­ 
tage of monopolies which private own­ 
ership of lands gave me, lands which 
rightfully belong to many instead of 
the few. Perhaps I would have made 
a fortune despite the laws, but I want 
to bring into operation conditions of 
equal manhood, conditions under which 
all have an equal chance.” 
Mr. Fels said he did not mean that 
he and Rockefeller and Morgan and 
Carnegie had been personally dishon­ 
est in the accumulation of their for­ 
tunes. 
“John IX Rockefeller,” he continued, 
“is a mild, harmless man with a mis­ 
taken 
ideal, 
but 
personally 
honest 
None the less he is a robber.” 


Effects of Ivy on Walls. 
A writer in the Paris Revue Scien- 
tifique discusses the effects of ivy 
growing on walls of various kinds 
and arrives at the following conclu­ 
sions: 
It is not advisable to allow the

been opened by the various effects of 
time and the weather; it is not injuri­ 
ous on brick walls if the inhabitants 
are not subject to rheumatism, and it 
is useful ou ancient walls of rubble 
since its interlaced branches tend to 
prevent the fall of loose stones.
